The 
tour of the show was, he sald, to be- 
gin at Dublin. Two thousand horses 
and six hundred men and women, be- 
sides hundreds of wild animals would 
require food for a month. He ar- 
ranged for enormous supplies from 
confectioners, bakers, wholesale gro- 
cers, butchers, fishmongers and for- 
age contractors, the last named order 
being for forty tons of hay a week. 
Twenty thousand posters were ordered 
and these were American master- 
pieces in adv\rtising. The most sar- 
donic touch of all was the visit of the 
agent to the police authorities with 
the request for the service of twenty- 
five policemen to keep-order during 
the show.

THE MARKET REPORT 


Weekly Grain Letter Supplied by’ 
Thompson, Sons & Co., Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, May 15.—Within the last 
three or four days tle action of the 
wheat markets in many important ce.- 
tres of the grain trade both in Ameri- 
ca and Europe has beeh dictated by 
a less confident feeling on che part of 
many traders, in the ability of the 
situation to further advance prices at 
the present time, or perhaps even tu 
hold them up to recent levels. The 
moderate and partial weakening of 
bullish sentiment is neither surprising 
nor unreasonable when a broad view 
of the facts is taken, but neither does 
it decide that there has been such u 
change in the general breadstuffs sit- 
uation and prospects, as would deter- 
mine that a higher level of prices is 
unwarrantable. In accounting for 
such change of sentiment as there 
seenis to be, we would point out that 
after nearly six weeks of dally reiter- 
ated damage reports about the winter 
wheat crop in the United States, fin- 
Ishing up with the government May 
report, issued on the 7th inst., there 
has been almost a cessation of such

It is supposed that, 
owlug to the”"amount of new land 
broken up in Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, thal the drawbacks of lack of 
fall plowing aud abnormal ataount of 
wet weather this spring, causing delay 
and lost time in working, would be 
overcome and allow of considerable 
increase, but at the present it Is aii 
Buess work. Two things are certain, 
viz: That not neariy so much ground 
is sown to wheat as would huve been 
with a favorablo seed time, and ao 
great deal of wheat thut has been 
srown has been done in a_ slipshod 
manner, aid a loi of poor seed used, 
‘future prospects depend on the wea- 
ther. In Europe crops are gener: 
ally in falr shape, although lately 
complaints are made of too dry wea- 
ther in tie United Kingdom and Weat- 
ern Europe, and too wet and cold in 
parts of Russia.

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GAME OF CHESS TYPIFIES LIFE 

It is impossible to state just when 
and where chess was born. Back we 
may go in the ages, and wo still find 
it existing.

He Must Follow His “Natural Bort" | 
Say Educationists. 


Authorities tell us that every hu- 
man being is so constituted that there 


is a particular line of work at which |. 


the indivdual will reach a maximum 
of efficiency. The modern tendency 
rovide such education for hoys 
of the farm as will result io 


However, it is not in accord with 
natural“laws or the best interests of 
general education for a Government 


at keeping all farm boys on the soil 
by any separation of the agricultural 
institution that means a discord 
among educational forces, 

Principal Black and those who ar. 
gued for separation of Manitoba Agri- 
cultural College from Manitoba Uni- 
versity on the plea that such relation. 
ship would prevent farm boys from 
HY ng up the agricultural course in 
favor of some other line of study, 
should ponder what Charles Dickens 
has to say about education in general, 
and ‘the natural bent" in particular. 

Or, better, they should have heard 
James L. Hughes, superintendent of 
schools for Toronto, at the annual 
convention of the Manitoba Teachers’ 
Association recently, when he spoke 
on “Dickens as an Educator.” Men- 
tion was made of Dickens’ opinion of 
the fathers of his day, who deciiled 
as their children were born into the 
world what occupation they should 
follow; no regard was given to “the 
natural hent.” 

Dickens realized that no man should 
undertake to select a vocation for an- 
other. He argued that even fathers 
were not capable of choosing a line of 
work for their youthful sons, each of 
whom had a “natural bent. 

Principal Black wisely argues that 
it is the object of his college to send 
as 
the soil back to the farm; but at the 
same time he makes arrangements to 
place as many as possible of the grad- 

itions away from their 
is what creates suspicion

arating the agricultural college. from 
the university. 
If good reason or sdund argument 
had been put forth, there would have 
been little or no objection to the 
move.

Efforte will also be made to bring the 
annual meeting of the Ontario His- 
torical Society to Hamilton about the 
time the monument is unveiled, so 
that the members of the society may 
take part in the ceremonies.

To arrive at the general law It has 
been found thut almost all alloys, or 
mixtures of two metals, will give an 
odor, while the metais themselves do 
oot. Brass is not the single example, 
though probably the most odortferous. 

The explanation ts as follows: All 
substances, including metals, are al- 
ways giving off small particles of their 
substance to the alr—that ts, evaporat- 
Ing. Some solids give these off so rup- 
Idly as soon to disappear. Gum cam: 
phor {s a conspicuous example. ‘To 
smell any substance a particle of that 
substance bas to tickle a nerve ending 
in the nose. If a stnall particle of ‘cop- 
per, we shall say, does this by itself, 
no effect is noticed, but if a particle 
of zinc and a particle of copper strike

The Forco of Lightning 


The amount of light give by a sin- 
gle lightning flash is*enough, an elec- 
trician calculates, to illuminate an 
area of two square miles. he bolt 
itself would be visible several miles 
further off, but the remotest part of 
the region mentioned would have as 
much light as would be given by a 
candle—quite enough to read by. 

To produce such a light it would be 
necessary to expend 13,000 horse- 
power: for a second. ‘These figures 
appear large, but the time is short. 
The flash might be for only 1-1000 
part of a second, but the impression on 
the eye would continue for a tenth 
of a second anyway. Reckoned down 


to an exact hour, this moment of force | 


would mean only about four horse- 
power, $ 


‘The question of how the static elec- 


‘tricity gets into the clouds {s difficult 


to answer, One theory is that it is 
generated by the evaporation of wa- 
ter by the sun’s rays, Another is 
that static discharges are’ contiually 
taking pluce trom the earth into ‘the 
air, and are there readily collected 
by particles of moisture. When the 
particles of moisture condense they 


form heavy ‘thunder clouds and this’ 


formation of raindrops causes the 
lightning flashes as explained.—Chi- 
cago Tribune. 


What Ancient Knew About Eclipses 
The ancients found out ‘how to pre- 


diet eclipses of the moon, but those 


of the sun baffled them. They ob- 
served the lunar cycle of eighteen Jul- 
fan years eleven days, In which the 
moon returns to almost the same po- 
sition in the heavens, but they could 
not apply this to solar eclipses, al- 
though the period answers for both. 
The reason of the failure was that, 
although solar eclipses recur in a fixed 
order within the cycle, they are not 
visible again at the same part of the 
earth’s surface, Eclipses of the moon 
are universally visible. 


Jn any given year the number of 
eclipses of the sun and moon togeth- 
er cannot be less than two or more 
than seven, The most usual num- 
ber is four, It is very rarely that it 
exceeds six. Astronomers observe 
what they call “eclipse seasons” for 
each year. “These last thirty-six days 
for solar and twenty-three days for 
lunar eclipses. The seasons occur 
about twenty days earlier every year. 
—Pall Mall Gazette. 


Ghee is used in India as is butter 
in American and European countries, 
and, in fact, is butter, so prepared 
that it never grows stale, instances 
being known of its preservation for 
as long as 200 years, 


In preparing ghee, butter is boiled 
until’ all the watery particles and 
curds have been thrown off by re- 
peated skimmings. When the liquor 
is clear oll, it 1s poured into a vessel 
to cool. When cooled i is in granu. 
lated form, and will keep for years 
without. becoming rancid or of bad 
odor. Ghee has been found in desert- 
‘ed castles, where it must have been 
left more than two centuries ago.— 
Tuchy Las Casas,
